REJECTED BY C. C. MARTIN.

WHEFLMEN DISAPPOINTED AT THE ACTION OF
THE OFFICIALS—NOTES AND COMMENTR
The announcement that the plans for a wheelway
over the Brooklyn Erldge have heen rajected by

the Bridge officials wiil not surprise readers of this
column, for as much was predicied several days

| ago, Stlll, the official announcement was not mada

untll yesterday, when Buperintendent . C. Mar-
tin ard a committea from the several cycling as-
soclations took a promenade over the atructure.
Mr, Martin treated his cycling guests with cour-
tesy, nnd then as gently as posaible tried fo dam-
nnstrate the Impracticabllity of the plan submitted
for his approval. Among those who mada the
trip across the structure with Mr. Martin wers
M. M. Belding, jr., of the Leagus of American
Wheelmen: H. M. Valentine. of the Good Roads
Assoclation of Long Island; Theodore Klendl, of
the Assoclated Cyeling Clubs of Long Island, and
1. . Howard. of the New-York Consulate of the
Leagus of American Wheelmen, First the party
wilked over tha Bridge, and then rode over, as
Mr. Martin Intended to impress upon the minds of
his visitors the utter impracticabllity of the plana
sibmitted. The result is that entirely new plans
